The subject matter of claims 1-3,6 and 7 neither appear to be novel 
nor to involve an inventive step in view of the Document 1 cited in 
the ISR. 

Document 1 discloses that OPC-6535 (6- [2- (3, 4-diethoxyphenyl) thiazol- 
4-yl]pyridine-2-carboxylic acid) may be used as a novel therapeutic 
agent for treatment of a variety of oxidative inflammatory intestinal 
disorders such as inflammatory bowel disease (see abstract) , and 
Document 1 also discloses that enema administration of OPC compound 
could effectively scavenge oxidants (see p. 296 right column) . 
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
